"ore the bank failed. 


During the trial which lasted 
more 


than a week, the state offered proof that 
the Parrish bank was involved for more 
than a million when it failed and intro- 
duced evidence purporting to show that 
loans had been exacted of friendly brok- 
ers in time to pay quarterly statements 
and ward off investigation. A few days 
after the Owensboro Savings bank failed, 
the Davics county bank and trust Com- 
pany, of which T. S. Anderson was pres- 
ident, also failed.

This Is due to tho-law known as 
Chapter No. 600, Laws of 1907, which gives 
to the rural schools a bonus of $50.00 for 
three years or $150.00 In all for all those 
schools which, come wp to a certain re- 
quirement. 
The law requires-that such schools must 
have a good heating and ventilating system, 
maps, globe, SO feet of blackboards, dic- 
tionaries, both international and academic, 
good, seats, supplementary readers, good li- 
braries and catalogue -cases, outhouses at 
least 30 feet apart, and a" good teacher. • . 


Over half of the schools have so far taken 


advantage of thi» law and have procured tho- 
necessary material and teachers. Thus you 
see the law h» sbrougbt to pass what edu- 
cators everywhere have > been asking •• Ui»t 
schools should bo equipped wtth In a very 
short time what In ordinary -ways would 
have required a quarter of a century.

They have been helping the .villages and ci- 
ties with their schools for many years by 
paying their share of the state taxes and 
when the legislature gave special help Yo the 
villages and cities for not only three years 
but for »n indefinite time. So now they.will 
get back a fraction of what they-have b«n 
paying for the isducation of others. 
The school attendance la-.re' are doing very- 


much to keep the children between-the ages., 
of 7 and 14 years In- the schools. However- 
good this law amy be It will, not work with- 
out much supervision^-This requires very 
much additional printing and clerical work. 
The monthly reports that are required to 
keep this In good working 'order amount to 
several days' steady desk work-each month.
